Under  authority  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  War,  candles  will  be  issued, 
by  the  Commissary  Department  upon  the  requisition  of  commanding  officers 
certifying  that  the  same  arc  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  official 
business  in  their  respective  offices  and  that  no  candles  have  been  drawn 
from  the  Government  for  the  time  specified  as  follows  :
